CLEVELAND STRIKE. 


Conference Held Today at 


11 O'clock. 


Large Force of Police Aid 
Com- 


pany in Attempt to Start 


Cars, No Settlement, 


Cleveland, O., June 22— A strong force 


of police was sent this morning to the 
west and south sides, where the street 
railway company will attempt to run 
cars on Holmben avenue and Pearl 
street lines. The tracks 
on several 


lines TV ere again found piled high with 
obstructions when trie cars began run- 
ning this mornjng. There has been no 
disorder. An adjourned meeting of the 
strikers and the companies' representa- 
tives will be held at 11 o'clock to fur- 
ther consider terms of settlement. 


Cleveland, June 22.— When the sun 


arose yesterday morning there was evi- 
dence that the city had been in the 
power of the mob. Rails were torn up, 
boulders rolled upon 
the street car 


tracks, switches destroyed and every 
possible precaution taken by the strik- 
ers to prevent the operation of the roads 
by the companies, 


Holmden avenue barns on the south 


side looked like a fort after a battle. 
The wrecking crew of the railway was 
prevented from clearing obstructions 
from the Scovfll tracks. 
As fast as 


obstructions could be removed they 
were thrown back by strikers. 
The 


work had to be abandoned until the 
arrival of policemen. 


Sixty policemen were also sent early 


to the south side to suppress any'out- 
break which might occur, where Tues- 
day night a mob -of 8000 mads an at- 
tack on the Holmden avenue barns,. 
where 35 non-unloitjfien were quartered. 
The mob was unable to reach the men, 
but had no difficulty in destroying the 
cars in the yard in the rear. ~ Six were 
completely demolished and' four badly 
wrecked. 


Switches were torn up afc Jennings and 


Abbey avenues, Jennings and Clark 
avenues and on the central viaduct. 


A large detail of police finally dis- 


persed the mob without bloodshed. 


During the riot Tuesday evening in 


every part of the city switches were 
destroyed, rails torn up and tracks piled 
high with obstructions. 
No attempt 


was made to run cars over the lines 
where the trouble was anticipated. 


A determined effort was made yes- 


terday to settle tne strike. Committees 
from both sides met at 11 o'clock with 
the committee of the city council ap- 
pointed Tuesday, to devise means for 
bringing the dispute to an end. 
The 


meeting was secret 


After a conference lasting three hours 


between representatives of the strikers 
and the street railway company, it wag 
announced that President Everett would 
stand by his ultimatum. This, in effect, 
says that the company will not dis- 
charge a single man hired since the 
strike began, will not recognize the 
union and ti ill reinstate such old men 
as have not been guilty of acts of vio- 
lence. 
President Everett says that 


this will mean the reinstatement of 
about 60 percent Of the strikers. 
The 


strikers ax once held a meeting to con- 
sider theso terms. 


Late last night it was asserted that 


the effort to settle the strike is likely to 
be successful, and that a settlement may 
be reached today. 


The only question at issue is how 


many of the old men shall be reinstated 
if the strike is declared off. 
At a con- 


ference yesterday the company offered 
to take back 60 percent of the old men 
at once, and reinstate the others who 
were acceptable as soon as opportunity 
offered. 
The strikers' committee would 


not consent to that. Subsequently the 
company agreed to reinstate all but 100 
of the old men, and with that offer 
under consideration the conference ad- 
journed until this afternoon. 


A QUEER VERDICT*

THE COUNCIL SESSION 


The matter o* the city council ap- 


propriating money for the entertain- 
ment Off President McKinley is now 
pretty well before the people. The ques- 
tion of the legality of such an appro- 
priation has been raised sufficiently to 
gain the complete attention of the peo- 
pl* and of the city council as well. The 
natter roust remain undecided until the 
council takes the deciding vote. 


The council held its special meeting 


last night, and there were but thirteen 
members present. It was expected that 
two-thirds of the membership would be 
present so that the appropriaton could 
be made at once, by the plan of the 
recommendation of the mayor and a 
two-thirds, vote of the council. Much 
time was spent waiting for councilman 
to arrive and the meeting was not 
called to order until an hour quite well 
past the appointed one. There was 
npthjng but one matter of business, the 
appropriation. The question of legality 
was brought up and a number of the 
councilmen. present went on record as 
opposed to voting the appropriation un- 
less it was legal. City Solicitor Ashe 
was at last requested to appear before 
the council. He complied with the re- 
quest and gave an informal opinion on 
the matter of business. That opinion 
•was that the making of such an appro- 
priation was illegal. The council pro- 
caded with business and passed the ap- 
propriation to a second reading, the 
eecond reading to take place Saturday 
evening.

City Solicitor Lathrop of Springfield 


has given a very important opinion, at 
least an able opinion oa a very import- 
ant matter. Mayor Gilmore asked the 
city solicitor if the city could legally 
appropriate money for the reception to 
be given President McKinley, and the 
city solicitor is of the opinion that it 
canniot do so. The solicitor, referring to 
section 13 of chapter 28 of the public 
statutes, says the section is "the most 
ambiguous of all the laws pertaining to 
the use of public money that I have 
knowledge of." The section is: 


"The city council of a city may by 


a yea and nay wte of the members of 
each branch thereof, present and vot- 
ing, appropriate money, not exceeding 
in any one year one-fifth of 1 per cent, 
of its valuation for the current year, for 
armories for the use of military com- 
panies, for the celebration, of holidays 
and for other public purposes." 


Solicitor Lathrop remarks that the 


statute does not define what "other 
public purposes" are and says that the 
determining of the, question raised in 
any particular instance is for the su- 
preme judicial court 
Mr. Lathrop 


takes two decisions of the court to 
make as clear as possible the limit to 
which city councils may go in the ap- 
propriating of money for extraordinary 
matters. He cites Hood against the 
mayor and aldermen of the city of Lynn 
in which the court held that the city 
authorities had no right to appropriate 
money for a Fourth of July celebration. 
On this the court said: 


"The appropriation is neither neces- 


sary to the exercise of any power ex- 
pressly granted to the city, nor is it in- 
cidental tlo any right or authority 
which, though not expressly granted, 
hits its origin in well-settled usage and 
is founded upm the necessities', con- 
venience or even the comfort of the in- 
habitants." 


On this decisoin Mr. Lathrop—no-ting 


hat celebrations of holidays by public 
funds has since been authorized by the 
above mentioned law—says: "This is 
the extreme limit of the power of towns 
and cities to grant money, as settled 
by repeated adjudications of the court." 
Mr. Lathrop then considers the decision 
of the supreme court in the case of 
Hubbard against the city of Tauiiton. 
The court concerning the sjnbiguous 
words, "other public purposes," in 
this Taunton case says: 


"We kniow of no simple and merely 


logical test by which the limit can be 
fixed. It must be determined by practi- 
cal considerations. The question is 
one of degree. Taking- into account the 
history and language of the act, the 
safeguards attached to the exercise of 
the power, the smallness of the sum al- 
lowed to be expended, and the fact that 
it has long been assumed to be within 
thi? power of cities to give such con- 
certs in the open air, we are not pre- 
pared to say that a case is presented 
for an injunction." 


Mr. Lathrop things that this decisoin 


is the only help given us by the su- 
preme court in interpreting- the statute 
and holds that the ;-ule to be observed 
relative to the appropriation of money 
for extraordinary matters is that, in 
the language of the court, the matter 
"must be determined by practical con- 
siderations." ' Therefore, Mr. La.th.rop 
is of the opinion that the appropriating 
of money to give the president a re- 
ception cannot be done within he 
meaning of the satute. He says: "I 
should be glad to justify by opinion 
this expenditure of money therefor; 
but I a.m of the opinion that this may 
not be legally done, and that the occa- 
sion is not one of the 'public purposes' 
contemplated by or to be construed 
into the statute." 


The suggestion that public money 


may be used in this city for this pur- 
pose and that purpose, -all worthy 
purposes in themselves, has kept our 
officials in constant anxiety for many 
months, and this decison from Spring- 
field is one that can be- read with much 
profit. It contains the arguments fhat 
have been used to defend the North 
Adams treasury against those who 
desired to use it for purposes that are 
not "public purposes," 
Ona danger 


that has been repeatedly p'ointed out 
here baa been ably pointed out by Mr. 
Lathrop. This danger is the deviating 
from the strict meaning of the law 
under pressure of popular consent, 
thereby making demands on the pub- 
lic treasury mere matters of degree in- 
stead of a matter of justice. The Mc- 
Kinley case in Springfield is a very 
good parallel aad these words of Mr. 
Laihrop contain the soundest reason- 
ing. 


"The method of the use 'Of the pub- 


lic money may not be determined by 
sentiment, by personal or official re- 
spect for the person or the office. 
If expenditure and appropriation o£ 
public money be justified for a recep- 
tion to the president, then such use of 
money becomes a matter of distinc- 
tions. If such expenditure bv justified 
for the president, then perhaps in a 
lesser degree or sum the public money 
may be used for the'reception of a 
governor, possibly a congressman, a 
distinguished functionary from abroad. 
If this avenue of expenditure be open- 
ed, I see little limit to such use of the 
taxpayers' funds."

AGTIONJEFERRED 


Appropriation for 
Presi- 


dent's Reception Passed 


to Second Reading. 


ATTENDANCE TOO SMALL 


To Admit of Voting an Appropriation on 


First Reading. City Solici.o; Ashe 


Tells Council It is Illegal, 


in His Opinion, 


The question of appropriating the 


sum of $400 from the city treasury for 
the purpose of entertaining the presi- 
dent on his visit to this city next Mon- 
day afternoon caused a lively special 
session of the city council last evening. 
The matter was introduced in the form 
of a recommendation from the mayor, 
but there was not the needed two- 
thirds of the council present to pass it 
at the first reading. All that could be 
done was to pass it to the second read- 
ing, and this was done after City Soli- 
citor Ashe had been called upon for his 
opinion. Mr. Ashe's opinion was against 
the appropriation as illegal, but it was 
not a formal opinion, which he said he 
•was not prepared to give on so short 
notice. 


There was some delay at the opening 


of the meeting, waiting far a quorum. 
Finally there were 13 members on 
hand, and as this was an acting quorum 
the meeting was called to order. The 
members present 
were 
Councilmen 


Wilkinson, Armstrong, Broderick, Bar- 
nard, Craswell, Flags, Gallup, Gove, 
Ladam, McDonald, Sykes, Whitney 
Wills. The communication waa read 
from the mayor recommending the 
passage of an order authorizing the 
payment from the contingent fund of 
a sum not to exceed $400 for the purpose 
of providing for the entertainment of 
the president. As there was not a ma- 
jority of the finance committee pros- 
sent a special committee consisting 
of Councilmen Syke?, Barnard, and 
Armstrong was appointed, to whom the 
matter was referred for immdeiate ac- 
tion. This committee reported in favor 
of passing the order to a second read- 
ing. 


Councilman Gallup moved the accept- 


ance of the report, and. President Wil- 
kinson stated that the council might 
feel assured that the president would 
visit the city Monday. 


Before the vote was called Mr. Mc- 


Donald rose a.nd said that as the ques- 
tion of the legality of such an appro- 
priation, had been brought up he would 
like to have the city solicitor's opinion, 
and he moved that the solicitor be sent 
for to render an opinion on the matter. 
Mr. Ladam seconded this motion. 


Mr. Barnard said he had looked over 


thft charter and failed to find any rea- 
son why such an appropriation would 
be illegal. He was perfectly satisfied 
that we were within the limit of the 
ia,w. Three years ago ~vve made an t.p- 
propriatiom of $700 for a similar pur- 
pose without an objection, and after 
the council had voted to invito the 
president and this had been accepted, 
he should be glad to vote im favor of 
such an appropriation •with no fear that 
it was illegal ajid "with. 110 fear of es- 
tablishing a precedent. 


Mr. Whitney would be glad, he said, 


to vo^e for the appropriation if he was 
sure it was legal and wanted the solic- 
itor's opinion. 


Mr. Armstrong didn't sec what good 


the solicitor's opinion would do -.is' ol.her 
lawyers could be found in the city who 
would undoubtedly give a different one. 
He thought we were inside the Iz.vf in 
passing the order. 


Mr. Sykes said there was a law of 


common sense, and that while he should 
not like to vote against the opinion 
t)o the city solicitor, hed.id not think 
any law could define such narrow 
points. 


Mr. McDonald said lie didn't mean to 


antagonize the passage of the order, 
arid that he was heartily in favor of it 
if it Vfas legal, but as Springfield had 
found it illegal he thought wo ought 
to know more definitely from our city 
solicitor. 


It was then voted to call for Mr. Ashe, 


and he was summoned by telephone. On 
arriving Mr. Ashe stated at the outset 
that he was not prepared, to give a 
formal opinion, -as he had not known 
that he might be called for until a few 
minutes before the meeting. He could 
only give his general impression. He 
then read two decisions of the higher 
courts based on the statute in regard 
to city appropriations, which seemed to 
conflict. In view of these differences he 
said the council ought not to bas° boo 
much on. any one opinion- But for him- 
self he thought that the city council 
could only appropriate mloney from 
the treasury for public purposes, and in 
his opinion this was not a public pur- 
pose within the meaning of the statute. 


This is a purpose for which we should 


siibfcribe, and there should be a law 
which Would allow cities to do it from 
the treasury, but if we could do it for 
one man we could do it for another. 


At the close of Mr. Ashe's remarks 


the motion of passing the order to a 
second reading was put, and was unan- 
imously carried. It was moved that the 
meeting be adjourned to next Satur- 
day evening, \vhen the final vote will be 
taken. This last will be the decisive 
vote.

Diplomas Awarded to Those 


Who Have Finished High 


School Course. 


EXERCISES OF MUCH INTEREST 


Warmly Received by a Very Large 


Audience in the Baptist Church. 


Essays, Orations and Short 


Talk by Mr. Archer. 


Twenty-five pupils were sent out from 


Drury last evening with the diplomas 
that bear witness to four years of 
faithful work in the school. The in- 
teresting exercises that accompanied 
this memorable occasion in the lives 
of the young1 men. and young women 
were sufficient, as is always the case, 
to crowd the Baptist church to the 
doors, every seat being occupied and 
many standing in the halls and ante 
rooms. The evening was so cool that 
the crowding caused little discomfort, 
and the entire program was listened to 
with pleasure by the entire audience. 


The doors of the church were thrown 


open at 7.30, and for half an hour ad- 
mission was granted only to- those who 
were provided with cards of invitation. 
There were plenty of these to fill the 
church, and when the doors were open- 
ed to the public in general there was 
little room inside. The back of the 
church and the halls were quickly 
filled, 
however, 
and 
many 
stood 


throughout the entire evening. 


The interior of the church about the 


stage was prettily decorated, palms and 
laurel being largely used, while the 
back of the stage was heavily banked 
with potted flowers and palms. 
The 


class motto, "Gradatim." was display- 
ed in large letters of white in the green 
that faced the front of the choir gallery 
above the platform. 


The members of the lower classes at 


the school were given seats together 
m the front of the church surrounding 
the platform. Soon after 8 o'clock Pro- 
fessor E. A. Tower took his seat at the 
piano and played the march to which 
the members of the graduating class 
entered and took their places on the 
platform. Before being seated, 
the 


school with the class sang the soldiers' 
c-horus from Faust, Prof. Tower ac- 
companying on the piano. The invoca- 
tion fitting, to the occasion was given 
by Rev. W. L. Termey." 


William M. Sullivan, was the first 


speaker from the class. He delivered 
an oration on the subject, "Lincoln's 
place, in history." It was a. carefully 
prepared estimate of the martj r presi- 
dent, outlining the re.al greatness of 
his work for the nation and for the 
world. He was not merely a president 
of the tfnited States and an American 
statesman. He was a world statPs- 
man, and the oration emphasized the 
breadth of his work for humanity and 
his place in th^ progress of the world 
along those lines. 


Miss Grace J. ChatneufE 
read 
a 


thoughtful and interesting essay on 
"The passing of the horse." It began 
with the first introduction of steam 
as a motive power on the railroads 
and ranals, then the growing use of 
electricity, with the bicycle and finally 
the automobile to take from the horse 
almost, his last stronghold as a mo- 
tive power. The essay dealt somewhat 
with the future of automobiles, and the 
part they were destined to play in the 
future development of the country. 


Harris D. Mears touched upon a ve.ry 


practical subject in his oration on "The 
need of school libraries." He spoke of 
the necessity of special investigation 
along special lines, which the public 
libraries could no*, always be expected 
to meet, and of the advantage that 
came from having a well selected 
library on the subjects of especial im- 
portance always at hand for students. 


A delightful intermission from the 


literary numbers was afforded by a 
selection by- the Misses Boyd, which 
was thoroughly enjoyed and-heartily 
applauded. 


A carefully prepared essay was read 


by Miss Gertrude Garlick on the sub- 
ject "Charlotte Corday." 
It was a 


justification of the crime she commit- 
ted, 
thp murder of Murat being a 


proper means to a necessary end. 


Dwight A .Bartlett delivered a force- 


ful 
oration on "Interscholastic ath- 


letics." in which he a.dvanced a num- 
ber of arguments in favor of such or- 
ganized sport. After emphasizing the 
advantages of athletic training he 
showed, what interscholastic rivalry 
did in increasing interest among the 
different schools, and answered some 
arguments that are given by the op- 
ponents of school athletics. 


I\Iiss Gertrude J- Orr read an essay 


on the subject "Heirs of the ages," in 
which she called attention to the pres- 
ent heritage that comes from all who 
have come and gone before, and es- 
pecially emphasized what we have in- 
herited from the Greeks. 


A chorus by the school, the Ar- 


morer's song from Robin Hood, fur- 
nished another interlude. 


Vernon E. Hastings presented 
a 


strong argument against capital pun- 
ishment in his oration on that subject 
He pointed out the many evils result- 
ing from it which are not usually con- 
sidered when the question is discussed, 
such as the familiarization with death 
as a penalty which makes massacres 
and lynchings more easy as a resort to 
which men turn. 


Miss Eugenia .Locke read an essay on 


flip subject of associated 
charities 


^hich dealt in an interesting way with 
a very interesting question. She point- 
er! out the dangers of indiscriminate 
giving, and the need of organization, 
but would not have the benefit that 
'•omos from the generous impulses be 
destroyed. 


Miss Myrtle Fake read an essay 


eulogizing the work of Florence Night- 
ingale, calling attention lo her service 
to humanity in showing that red tape 
could be broken through when human 
HVPS were at stake, and showing the 
result of her work in the Red Cross 
aoc.'cty. 


Tne Missos Boyd rendered -another 


selection which was one of the most 
enjoyable features of the evening. 


Herbert B. Dark delivered an ora- 


tion on Savanarola in which the work 
of the great reformer was outlined and 
his services to the world were men- 
tioned in a. forcible way.

Miss Natalie A. Smith read an excel- 


lent essay on "Roger Williams—an 
idealist." She spoke of him as typical 
of that class of men whose minds turn 
to the finer things of life, ana outlined 
the value of his work.

GOODS DAMAGED BY WATER. 


Sampson 
Shoe Factory Basement 


Flooded From Broken Water Main. 


Serious damage was done by -water 


in the basement of the factory of the 
C. T. Sampson shoe company on Max- 
shall street last evening by the break- 
ing of a water main. 
The basement 


was flooded and a large quantity of 
leather and stock there was badly 
damaged. The extent of the loss could 
not be told this morning, as it is hoped 
that some of the materials may be 
used after they are dried out. 
The break was in the main, -which at 


this point runs under the sidewalk. A 
large piece of iron was broken out of 
the pipe, and the force of the water, 
which was under 110 pounds pressure, 
quickly excavated a big hole and tore 
away a large part of the walk. The 
street was flooded, as well as the base- 
ment. As soon as could be done word 
was sent to the Broad Brook reservoir 
and the water was shut off from, the 
city. The part of the city covered from 
this reservoir was therefore, without 
water for a short time. Soon after- 
wards the Marshall street main was 
cut out of the circuit, and the water 
was turned on through the rest of it. 


A force of men were set at work in 


the basement clearing out the leather 
stock, removing it to a place of safety. 
The water in -the basement was then 
pumped out as far as possible, and this 
morning the basement was compara- 
tively free from it. 


The factory was started this morn- 


ing, but as the water was of course 
shut off, it was necessary to pump water 
from the well for the engine1. It was 
hoped that it would be possible this 
afternoon to secure water from the 
liver, but this proved impractical, and 
this afternoon it was necessary to shut 
down the

pairing the break today.

eral hundred dollars. It

stamp were to be nominated, Bryan 
would still be the nominee of the party 
I made it clear, though It does not ap- 
pear to haVe been clearly reported, that 
it is an utterly impossible condition to 
assume that Gorman should ever receive 
a Democratic nomination. 
The Demo- 


cratic party has cast aside the prin- 
ciples of Gorman, and can never go back 
to them. 
Therefore, if Gorman should 


receive from the hands of any following 
which he might gather together a 
presidential nomination, there would 
still be left as a distinct body the party 
which has left Gormaniam behind, and 
it was to this party that! referred when 
I said that Mr. Bryan would still be 
nominated even if Gorman were to get 
a nomination." 


With reference to dictatorship and tha

throughout the state and I became the 
leader of the Massachusetts Democracy.

Malietoa Tanus then abdicated In 


favor of the"1 commissioners, who ap- 
pointed a r'ovl&ional government con- 
sisting of the conshjs of the three pow- 
ers, empowering a majprity to act In all 
cases where unanimity is not required 
by the Berlin treaty. 


Chief Justice Chambers continues to 


hold office and the various municipal 
officials are confirmed. Dr. William Solf 
has been authorized to act as president 
of the municipality of Apia. 


The commissioners expect to leave on 


June 28, 'but they have requested Chief 
Justice Chambers to remain. Their re- 
port recommends the abolition of the 
kingship and the presidency of Apia and 
the appointment of a governor, with leg- 
islative council, consisting of three nom- 
inees of the interested powers, assisted 
by a native house. 


Under this scheme the governor would 


have a veto over general and municipal 
laws, the nominees would be the de- 
partmental heads; consular, diplomatic 
and judicial functions would be abol- 
ished, revenue would be raised by an 
increase of duties and a diminution of 
the poll tax; the jurisdiction of the su- 
preme court would be increased, the 
municipality, under a mayor and coun- 
cil, would be extended, and the postoffice 
would be under the general government.

One of Our Men In the Ranks In the 


Philippines Tells oi the Weaknesses, 


Foibles and Good Points oi the 


"Hifh Privates" of Uncle 


Sam's Army. 


T 


HE American soldier boy, as you 
find him fighting away in the Phil- 
ippines today, is what might be 


called a fricassee of nationalities. He 
is an embodied aggregate made up of a 
touch of John Bull, a dash of Angus, a 
pinch of Pat, a trace of Mein Herr 
Hans and a sprinkling of several other 
strains of blood. 
If you have ever 


walked around a continental soldier 
and gazed up at him in all his glory of 
bright trappings and well padded uni- 
form and glittering' acccuterments and 
jingling metals, it's ten to one you will 
say the Yankee boy is woefully lacking 


.is always a certain amount of fear in 
facing an unknown enemy, whatever 
young newspaper correspondents may 
say to the contrary in gushing about 
heroes to whom "fear is unknown." 


Other men, again. He sullen and quiet 


and never say a word. 
A strange 


change 
comes over their faces, a 


shrewd, animal-like alertness to the 
eyes and a look that seems almost a 
glare of dormant rage as they keep 
their gaze riveted on the enemy. I re- 
member one fellow of this character 
who was hi' twice in five minutes. Nei- 
ther wour 
las dangerous, though both

in picturesqueness and beauty. He is 
not, on the parade ground, the prettiest 
specimen of disciplined militarism to be 
found in the world, but when it comes 
to chasing Mauser armed oriental bar- 
barians across ricefields and jungles 
the Yankee boy redeems himself as a 
fighting machine. His private life has 
perhaps a great deal to do with his 
characteristics and weaknesses as a 
soldier. 
His republican privilege of 


"having his say," which the American 
citizen never forfeits, sticks to him 
even in the army, especially with the 
volunteers, among whom, of courspj the 
ideas of-rigid discipline-and respect tor 
officers have not been so deeply in- 
grafted -asAvith the "regulars. 


The soldier as .we ourselves see him— 


fighting, eating, sleeping and swearing 
Bide by side with us here—is no more 
like the popular hero of the war corre- 
spondent, than the real red Indian is 
like one of Fenimore Cooper's heroes. 
I have soldiered in many times and 
places, I.have lived and worked among 
soldiers in camp, in barracks, in the 
trenches and on guard and police duty 
and during my campaigning have ex- 
perienced all the various vicissitudes of 
soldier life, and the result of all this 
experience is that I have found the 
"hero" before all rther things a "growl- 
er." There is something radically wrong 
with the soldier who does not growl. 
They all do it. A private would part 
with his rations rather than with his 
right to grumble. It doesn't make much 
difference just what he growls at. Some- 
times it is at the.'.'top sergeant" or at 
all the "noncorns," but his last and hia 
best growl he reserves for his "grub." 
I have seen men here in Manila come in 
cut of the field where they had been 
living on hard tack and "embalmed" 
beef or tinned salmon and sit down in 
barracks to a dinner of succulent Fili- 
pino chicken, stewed squash, mashed 
potatoes with chicken gravy, topped off 
•with a generous piece of pie or a dish 
of pudding. It's not exactly a Delmon- 
ico feast, but it's a mighty good feed 
for a soldier to tuck in during active 
service. One would naturally think, at 
least, that a feast of such a character, 
after th<::r diet of the preceding few 
days, would cause a company to rise 
up-and wipe their mouths and bless the 
quartermaster sergeant and chef out of 
the fullness of their hearts and stom- 
achs. But do they do this? Not a bit 
of it! They lounge away from the fes- 
tal board, after clearing away every- 
thing in sight, and sit around and growl 
for the next few hours, telling elo- 
quently and bitterly how they "used to 
live in the old days down on the Rio 
Grande." In fact, when a man can 
growl it is only a sign that ho is in 
good condition. When you find him 
taking what is given him without a 
kick, it is, time to .send for the army 
surgeon and see just what is the name 
of the disease. 


Another interesting thing I have no- 


tlced while examining the soldier un- 


.. der short range is the different manner 


in which different men act while under 
fire. I have had plenty of chances to 
make observations on that subject since 
coming out here, though, as a rule, one 
has other things to think about when 
he begins to hear Mausers whistle about 
hia ears. . Men who are quiet and re- 
served in barracks as soon as the bul- 
lets commence to sing around begin to 
grow talkative and hysterically loqua- 
cious and in some cases start singing 
in a. most surprising manner. Others, 
again,keep up a babble of talk to them- 
selves like children and continue at it 
lust as long.as the action lasts. It is 
•Imply the different ways in which 
cvertensioned nerves find relief from 
the terrible strain, for no matter how 
•Id and experienced tho veteran there 


there were no rounds in that fighting. 
I could hear them stop and make fun 
of some poor chap to whom the smell 
of powder was nut such an old story 
and who was accordingly a little "up 
in the air." 


The Pennsylvanians, in contrast to 


the pert Nebraska boys, fought in a 
surly, sullen, dogged way that did not 
allow of any jokes or nonsense, They 
were out after blood, and they were too 
much wrapped up in their serious work 
to think of smiling at such a time. They 
put me in mind of bulldogs, did these 
grim Pennsylvania fighters, for after 
taking a grip they never let go. If any 
man tried to push up forward and el- 
bow a little nearer the enemy, he was 
yanked back with a curse, for it was 
an understood thing that no man should 
ever pass that regiment. This disposi- 
tion has won for them the title of "the 
Bullies of the Tenth," but it must be 
remembered the title is a phrase of ad- 
miration and not of contempt. 


The Tennessee men, on the other 


hand again, moved forward with the 
thrilling echoes of some old war song 
floating back from their line as they 
advanced. If they did not sing, they 
whistled, and I have seen the whole 
regiment move forward shrilly and 
clearly whistling "Dixie Land." It was 
very strange music and, I must confess, 
had something about it that stirred 
one's heart in a most remarkable way. 


Tondo and Binondo districts the boys 
helped themselves to everything on 
which they could lay hands, and the re- 
sult was that the Chinese merchants 
found themselves stripped of most of 
their worldly goods. Not long ago I 
saw a couple of men calmly take pos- 
session of a stock of • rice put up in 
sacks. 
The owners, who had been 


guarding their stock, were coolly driv- 
en away, and the captors, after holding 
their find for several days and seeing 
no chances of realizing on it, had the 
effrontery to offer it back for a consid- 
eration to its original owners.- They 
were paid at the rate of "media pesa" 
a sack for it, clearing: about $20 on the 
deal. 


I know of another case where two 


men found a safe containing some Jll,- 
000. They were making off with it bodi- 
ly when they were discovered in the 
act by their officer, who at once re- 
turned the safe to its owner. The dis- 
tracted Chinaman who had owned it 
and had expected never to see his treas- 
ure again was naturally overcome with 
joy at his good luck. 


The Chinese, who are a sort of mid- 


dlemen between our boys and the in- 
surgents, are usually treated with a 
good deal of suspicion by us, though of- 
ten enough we have to depend upon 
them for both help and food. Some 
very amusing affairs take place be- 
tween our soldiers and the Chinese 
- 


punishment which Is known among our 
boys as "paying a blind." In this con- 
nection the following incident took 
place in Manila, the leading characters 
being a private known as No. 1 and 
Lieutenant JJlank, who chanced to be 
one; of the Boost mirtial "shad tails" 
that ever.;<eaiflie out of West Point. It 
occurred during a threatened attack by 
insurgents, and guard duty in conse- 
quence was particularly strict. No. 1 
was sentinel at the guardhouse at the 
entrance of the barracks. His orders, 
according to the "Manual of Guard Du- 
ty," are prescribed and laid down for 
him as follows: "After receiving: an .an- 
swer to his challenge No. 1 calls, 'Cor- 
poral of the Guard So-and-so!' repeat- 
ing only the answer to his challenge." 
At this point there happened to be the 
aforementioned pompous officer, who 
possessed a colored body servant who 
was cordially disliked by all the men, 
This dislike was probably caused by 
the fact that the colored gentleman in 
question was allowed to pass to and fro 
at all times of night or day, while the 
soldiers when on "pass" had to report 
to.the guardhouse at 8 p'clock.

were serious. His only comment, as he 
was laid out after the second shot to 
wait for the stretcher,was: "The blank- 
ed niggers!

But it-is a beautiful sight to stand 


behind a few old timers and watch 
them coolly and deliberately pick off 
insurgents at 1,000 yards. They do their 
work in a very businesslike and cold 
blooded fashion. Their rifles they han- 
dle as affectionately and caressingly as 
a mother handles her first baby, and 
the calm way in which they will argue 
or bet a dime regarding the distance of 
the Filipino whose brains they are 
about to blow out is apt to make an or- 
dinary man's blood run cold. They 
change their elevation at each shot, 
pick their man and shoot to kill. One 
minute you see them raise their rifle, 
squint along the barrel, and the next 
minute you will probably see a brown 
patih away in the distance suddenly 
leap up in the air and- fall on the 
ground or drop away out of sight. 


Another thing that I: have noticed, 


too, is that men from different sections 
of the United States act in an entirely 
different manner when under strain of 
fire. One Sunday, early in the lighting, 
I had been detailed to haul ammunition 
out to the lines and had an excellent 
chance to watch how the different regi- 
ments behave. The Nebraska boys, for 
instance, were as chipper as a lot of 
sparrows. They pranced about, mak- 
ing jokes with one.another and between 
rounds, or rather between shots, for 


These Tennesseeans went into action 
with the utter abandon o£ a gang of 
schoolboys going- off for a day's fishing, 
and not even the death of their beloved 
colonel, who was lost in the very be- 
ginning- of the fight, could put a lasting 
damper on their high spirits or frighten 
them out of their jiir of reckless brava- 
do. 


As for the regulars, let me tell you 


the remark of a Tennessee boy who 
was on the line near the Fourteenth in- 
fantry in action. "Don't talk to me 
about the Fourteenth!. That's no regi- 
ment! Why, man alive, that's :i i;;;i- 
t-hine—a big, ball bearing inai-hir.o: 
that's all! Boom! goes a shell from the 
ships.

A VALUABLE GAB-MEM". 


The most valuable cloak in the 


world is probably that in the posses- 
sion of Lady Brassey. This mantle "was 
presented by Queen Romane of the 
Sandwich Islands to Captain Thomson 
of the British navy for the protection 
extended her against the French in 
1843. 
The foundation of the mantle is 


a network of native hemp, and to it are 
attached by fine threads of the same 
material the feathers of- birds found 
only in the Hawaiian Islands. The up- 
per and lateral borders, which are 
corded with a string of hemp, are deco- 
rated with alternate crescent shaped, 
figures composed of either red or yel- 
low feathers. 


The cloak is 4 feet in length and ll'-i 


feet 4n width at the bottom, tapering 
up to 23 inches at the top. The great 
difficulty experienced in procuring the 
feathers and the number of years re- 
quired to complete the garment consti- 
tute its chief claim to value. Its yellow 
feathers are especially valuable'/ arid 
the bird from which they are obtained 
is rare and difficult to capture. The 
market price of five of these feaihers 
is about $2.50, and by this estimate the 
value of the whole, taking in the 
amount of labor involved, is about $750,- 
000.

Allen's Stories* 


Lots of stories are told of "Private* 


John Allen, tho Mississippi congress* 
>n?:i who is now a candidate for UniteiJ 
States senator. 


A few years ago, when a candidate 


for re-election to congress, he had for 
his opponent a. former Confederate gen- 
eral. At one of their meetings the gen- 
eral, with emotion, told his audience 
how glad he was to be there. 


"It has been 25 years since I havs ' 


been in this town," he said. "I then de- 
fended it in a 24 hour f/ht against the 
attack of a band of northern marauders 
who came to despoil us if our liberty 
and our horn- s. Some of my listeners 
will remember how I ace-uinecl for my 
stewardship. 
The invaders were re- 


pulsed—those who r"id not remain dead 
on the st.lcken field. Before I slum- 
bered in my tent ..he n!._ht after tbft 
battle I thanked God I had been abl& to 
turn back the horde of assassins iron: 
the north." 


When Allen came on to speak, Tc\» boro 


warm testimony to the truth of the.oth- 
er's military deeds and savi.-g of .ie 
town. He said: "As that noble hero 
lay-in his tent thanking Cod that ho 
had saved your home- and preserved 
your firesides his prayers and subs->-. 
quent slumbers were guarded by a 
humble private soldier who had fought 
amid the death of the 24 dark hours of 
which he speaks, and at the conclusion 
of the fight, when the last Yankee frad 
fled, the humble private shouldered his 
musket and, with 'veneration for hia 
great he;i»ic leader in his heart, cheer- 
fully, for the ensuing 12 hours, guarded 
the. hero's tent.

"It was rather singular, too," teom* 


one remarked, "that you and the gen-* 
eral should come together at the sain'a 
place after so many years." 


"I never had been there in my life be- 


fore," said Allen, with some surprise. 
"As a matter of fact, at the tlma tha 
general was in command in that part 
of the country I was with tha regiment 
to which I belonged, dodging ..Grant 
over toward Vieksburg. I never saw. 
the-man in the wartime; never heard; ' 
of him until ten years after it was all 
over." 


One of the funniest things John Allen 


ever did was when he made a speech in 
the house of representatives just before 
the vote upon the bill repealing tha 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 
, 


Little General Tracy,, not the ex-cab- 


inet member, but at that time a Demo- 
cratic member of the New Tork delega- 
tion, had just made a speech thanking 
other Democrats for the manner in 
which they had flocked to the support 
of the administration and had followed 
his lead in the effort to prevent a de- 
preciation of the currency. 


Tracy had really been one of the floor 


managers of the fight for the repeal 
bill, but he had led the dominant forces 
about as much as Allen had led the op- 
position, and Allen had not opened his 
mouth in the discussion until 'this the 
closing day of the debate. 


There was no one among the 356 mem- 


bers „of the house who acknowledged 
Tracy's leadership, notwithstanding his 
activity, and when he made his speech, 
thanking his personal following, tha 
house was astounded. The bill passed 
by a majority of nearly 100, which iii- 
cluded all the leading Democrats and 
Republicans from the northern and 
eastern states and many Dernocrat3 
from the south. 


William L. Wilson was the author of 


the repeal bill and, as chairman of the 
ways and means' committee, was the 
authorized Democratic leader on the 
floor and the personal representative of 
Cleveland as well. Crisp had given the 
aid of his powerful influence as speaker 
to support the bill, while Reed, Dingley, 
Cannon and other Republicans had spo- 
ken in its favor. Tracy's effort wag 
therefore ludicrous enough, but the 
house saw no humor in the situatiou 
until Allen arose.

ize Tracy and Tracy's speech in a man- 
ner that threw.the house into, an up- ) 
roar and rendered Tracy the moat un- 
comfortable man in the whole capitol 
building. 


He made several references to "Gen« 


eral Tracy and, myself" as the leaders 
of the opposing forces and handled th» 
member from New York with so little" 
mercy and yet -with such apparent good 
nature that even "Silver Dick" Bland, 
who had led the opposition and believed 
the republic would come to an end the 
moment the Sherman law was repealed, 
lay back in his chair and laughed until 
the tears ran down his face. 


ATTAR OP ROSES. 


The attar of roses, the precious per- 


fume whose value at times has greatly 
exceeded its weight in gold, is obtained 
from red roses, the chief centers of cul- 
ture being Bulgaria and Roumania. A 
single district in this region is a great 
rosefield of 120 miles by 40. The shrub 
matures in three years and. is produc- 
tive for about five years longer. The 
harvest is from the middle of May to 
the middle of July. An acre of plants is 
expected to yield 100 pounds of roses 
every morning for about three weeks, 
and it is estimated that from three- 
quarters of a ton to a ton and a-halt 
of flowers are necessary for producing 
a single pound of attar. A French calr 
culation is that 400,000 flowers are re- 
quired for an ounce of oil. The ros«» 
are planed, with water, in 20 gallon cop- 
per stills, and on repeated distillations 
the attar rises' as a scuin on the water 
and is carefully removed. Adulteration 
is now reported to bo no longer confined 
to exporters,- but to have been taken 'up 
by the peasants, who have learned that 
other substances may be distilled with 
the roses, maKing the pure oii increas- 
'ngly difficult to obtain.

members of the party in Adams are: 
President and Mrs. McKinley, Mr. and 
Mrs. Abner McKinley, Miss Ida Barber 
of Washington, D. C., Miss Sarah Bun- 
can of CantonTOhio, Dr. Ma. A. Dig- 
nan of Lawrence, who joined the partv 
at Holyoke Tuesday night, "Rudolph 
Forster of the White House executive 
staff, Acting Secretary G. B. Cortelyoa 
and Dr. R. M. Rixey. Assistant Sec- 
retary Allen left the party at Spring- 
field, having been called to Washington 
to be at the navy department in the ab- 
sence of Secretary Long. Mrs. Ai'.ei 
will remain in the state a few days as 
the guest of Mrs. Whiting of Holyrkc. 
Mr. and Mrs. George E. Morse of San 
Francisco left the party at Holyoke and 
went to Boston. These are the changes 
in the party. Those who are at Adams 
•will remain as long as the president re- 
mains, and that will be till next Wed- 
nesday evening, according to program. 
His host and the people of Adams and 
the people of all Berkshire'would like 
him to remain longer. 


Today's Doings. 


This morning dawned fair, clear and 


bright, and seemed to be a day made 
specially for the favor of the pfesidejit 
The members of tlje party were abi oad 
early, enjoying the beautiful and ex- 
hilarating sunshine and air of Berk- 
shire at the pretty home of, their host. 
The evening before had beeii spent in a 
quiet social way. Alter dinner the en- 
tertainers and their guests had a most 
pleasant social time and there was some 
singing to add to the enjoyment of the 
evening. The president, Mrs. McKin- 
ley and the other members of the partv 
;etired rarly, somewhat fatigued by the 
trip. The fatigue was all gone tht* 
morning «nd every person was in good 
spirts, much refreshed and in good 
health. Breakfast was had at tho usual 
hour, and the early forenoon was spent 
in restful idleness at the house. The 
spacious and comfortrb'e piazza gave 
oi'i'crtunity for quiet rest' an3 the 
grounds gave opportunity for .pretty 
little ptrolls. There were a few caMers 
but no intrusion on the president's 
quiet.. 
, 


About 10.15 o'clock carriages rolled 


up the avenue to the house and the 
party were prepared to go ojit riding. 
The start off was watched by a num 
ber of people, who gathered as soon 'as 
the carriages indicated that a morning 
look at the president would be possible. 
The first carriage appeared at the gate 
in a very few minutes after It had 
gone up to the house. <tlt contained the 
president 
and 
Mr?. McKinley, the 


president driving. It turned out of the 
grounds into Center street • and 
the 


president was compejled to give some 
attention to the pgople. His horses 
were kindly and he raiser", his hat to the 
people who sainted him from fho side 
walks. 
The people uncovered their 


heads and it was easily noticeable that 
at least half of the bows from the peo- 
ple were for Mrs. McKinley. Mrs. Me 
Kinley was even more gracious in her 
i espouse to the people than the presi- 
dent. The second carriage followed in 
a moment after the first and contained 
Mrs. 
Abner McKinley, Mrs. W. B. 


Plunkett, Dr. Rixey and W. B. Plun- 
'kett, Mr. Plunkett drivirg. There was 
a 
third carriage which drove off 


containing the Misses Barber and Dun- 
c«n, 
with Abner McKinley driving. 


The party took a turn round the town 
anil were absent a little over an hour. 
The carnage containmg -the Misses 
Duncan and Barber separated from the 
party before it reached Columbia street 
or got far in the rear. On Columbia 
street the carriages met the electric 
cats and the horsemanship of the 
president was tested a little. 
He 


reigned his steeds with skill and kept 
the street, while his host had the pleas- 
ure of getting almost on the sidewalk. 
This was one point in driving in favor 
of the president. „ The" drive was the 
main event of the forenoon 
The presi- 


dent and Mrs. McKinley enjoyed it very 
much. They returned highly pleased 
with their first little outing and with 
a relish for more. The air was bracing 
to them, but was as genial as could be 
desired. 


TUe Arrival^ 
. - 


The presidential train arrived in Ad- 


ams at 6:30 o'clock. It was expected at 
6.15 but was 15 minutes late. At the 
hour it was expected to arrive the 
church bells of the town began to ring 
and kept the ringing up until the Allen 
g-un from Buena Vista, hill announced 
to the valley that the president had ar- 
rived in Adams. They did not stop 
then, but kept on ringing. There were 
several thousand persons at the cross- 
ing where the train stopped, gathered 
there to -nelcome the president to the 
town. The evening- was beautifully 
cool and the threatening clouds which 
had made the weather uncertain for a 
time were passing overhead at a rate 
which gave them no time to stop and 
interfere with the way thing's -were 
running in Adams. 


A man with a red flag: was the first 


indication that the people saw of the 
r.ea- approach of the train^ He had 
rone down the track.to flag it and had 
not waited long unt,U the whistle sound- 
ed. The man with the re,d flag brought 
the train to a standstill for about a 
minute in plain sight of the gathering 
at the crossing and there was then a 
hurried getting into position to get a 
good view. The fences had all the 
weight of human forms that they could 
easily carry, the telephone and tele- 
graph poles were covered like a branch 
by bees and there, was not much 
standing room on the streets for many 
yards. There was not a window for" 
several blocks that did not have more 
heads in it than'there ever was lights 
of glass and the balconies were loaded 
to the breaking point But it was a 
rrfost orderly crowd. There was not 
the slightest rudeness in it and at no 
time did it make any improper move. 


Germama band w,as out at the cross- 


ing, 
and the members of Sayles post, 


G. A. R., were there. The band was 
there ten play and the Grand Army 
men were there to welcome an old com- 
rade, which the president is. When 
the train steamed carefully up to the 
crossing, which is directly opposite the 
residence of Mr. Plunkett, the band 
began to play. The strains of the band, 
the cheering of the enthusiastic crowd, 
the booming of the gun—that made a 
noise out of all proportion to its size^- 
and the ringing of the bells made a 
chorus which was unmistakable in in-

tent if not easily classified as music. It 
was a "noisy" welcome, as the press 
despatches have been telling us the 
president has received everywhere he 
has gone on this trip to Massachusetts. 


Two carriages wfire in waiting for the 


train, though the distance from 
tho 


train vestibules to the houso isi but a 
step. They were for the convenience of 
Mrs. McKinley. Mrs. McKinley was 
the first person to be seen by the wel- 
coming Adams people. She was sitting 
at the car window and her beaming 
face was caught by the, people the mo' 
ment the train drew up so that a per- 
son could be within the range of the 
people's vision. When Mrs. McKinley 
was seen at the car window the people 
sent up a very glad shout. 


Mrs. McKinley responded 
to the 


greeting by bowing repeatedly and 
smiling. When the train was at a stand 
still W. B. Plunkett, who had come 
with the party from Springfield, ap- 
peared on the front platform and was 
given a greeting by the people. A car- 
riage was drawn up at once and the 
president a.nd Mrs. McKinley, Mrs. Mc- 
K.lntey leaning carefully on the presi- 
dent's nrm, stepped from the car to 
tho carriage, Tho people sent up a glad 
shout and the president bowed aad 


bowed, in return. The horses 
\>ere 


reined up the avenue to the house, the 
applause being as great as the crowd 
could make it. A few steps up the 
avenue the spirited horses showed their 
'mettle and pranced, to tho anxiety of 
the driver and to the entertainment of 
the people present Gentle coaxing got 
them on the forward move in a second 
and the carriage went up to the house 
quickly. Mr. and Mrs. Abner McKin- 
ley were the next to appear and then 
came the other members of the party. 
These persona went up to the house on 
foot. 


The president appeared on Mr. Plun- 


kett's piaza a few minutes after he 
reached the house and his appearance 
there was the signal for renewed cheer- 
ing. Shortly after all of the party re- 
tired in*o tho house and dinner was 
served. 


Outside Germama band rendered a 


concert in the band stand and a large 
number Of people congregated to listen 
to the music and watch the house that 
contained the distinguished guests. 


The piesldent's tram pulled up to a 


point beyond the depot and as soon as 
the tegular train passed it pulled down 
to the depot eigam so that the baggage 
could be taken to the house 
It then 


pulled up to the side track and remains 
there. The train was in charge of con- 
ductor Miller. 


At a late hour the people all repaired 


to their homes after passing an event- 
ful evening in receiving the president. 


On every hand there were neard 


happy remarks about the visit to Ad- 
ams, everybody feeling proud that the 
president of the United States was in 
town. 


No Plan*, 


This morning not a plan had been de- 


cided upon. The party are dnfting with 
reference to entertainment and at-a act- ' 
ing on the decision of the ruoment This 
is likely to be the state of affairs for a 
day or two This morning it wa? licit 
known -what should be iloie in the af- 
ternoon. At breakfast thj proposition 
of attending a ball game at Holland 
park was discussed, but nothing1 i\asr 
deicded upon. There are no plans lo~ 
tomorrow, and in fact there are none ' 
for any day this week. It is under 
stood that the people of\-idams will ba 
given a chance to shake hands with the 
president, but when or where is not i 
known. It may happen Satuidiy atid 
it may happen before that time, and it 
may happen at the home of Mr. Flun- 
kett or at some other place. It is not 
the intention to map out a program. 


The Assembly club of Adams has de- 


cided to hold the first assembly at For- 
est park Friday evening, and this event 
will be in honor of the Misses Bcj-ber 
and Duncan. It is thought that the 
president may attend. 
The president 


will attend the Congregational church 
Sunday and hear a sermon by Rev. A. 
B. Penniman. He will attend the Sun- 
day school exercises, which will be 
somewhat special and give a reception 
to the children as he did on a former 
visit. Monday he will visit this city in 
answer to tbft invitation of the city 
officials and the officials of the board 
of trade. Among the things hinted that 
the president may do while In Adams is 
the laying of the corner stone of the 
new mill. This is something that no in- 
formation can be obtained on, but it 
is very likely to become a fact. 


Decorations In Adnm». 


The decorations throughout the cen- 


ter of Adams are extensive and very 
handsome. The town presents a holi- 
day appearance, and some of the prin- 
cipal buildings are very beautiful. Most 
of the decorating was done by Mr. Mer- 
rill of the Beals Decorating company 
of Boston. 


The Berkshire Cotton, Manufacturing 


company's office 
on Depot street is 


without doubt the most elaborately 
transformed. It is built of buff brick 
and over th<3 windows are red, white 
and blue flr? eiies. 
Over the main 


entrance is- a large portrait of the pres- 
ident. 


The memorial building on Park street 


is aJso very pretty. It is draped with 
bunting and the designs are effective. 
The town building presents a handsome 
appearance. Over the main entrance is 
a large picture of the landing of Colum- 
bus. 


The Alert Hose house and the armory 


block look well with their profuse deco- 
rations of fla^s and national shields. 
The bank block on Center street 
is picturesque with its long- folds of 
bunting hung- on its front side and the 
masonic emblems are strikingly set 
out. 


The L. L. Brown Paper company's 


office is, decorated in a very becoming 
way. Over the entrance is a large pic- 
ture of Dame Columbia. The stores 
of W. B. Green and A. H. Simmons, 
Barrett's block, Haworth's block, A. H. 
Streeter & Co.'s store, the Adams house, 
the Greylock house, F. L. Snow's sitore 
and the Adams Freeman office, all pre- 
sent attractive appearances. 


The dwelling houses on the principal 


streets of the town are also decorated 
with flags and bunting and a number of 
large street flags have been suspended. 
As a whole the town presents a very 
effective appearance. 


Tlic Bay at Sprinsfleld. 


Adams, Mass , June 22.—The president 


broke over his rule yesterday and made 
ahother speech. It was a purely spon- 
taneous one and. quite unexpected, and 
was-due to the greeting fully 35,000 people 
had given at the Springfield reception, in 
front of city hall. Former Lieutenant 
Governor Haile had introduced the presi- 
dent to the multitude, saying that he 
would not mince a speech, but the presi- 
dent did speak. 


Af*-1- luncheon the ladles remained 


at trie CIL > ,elding, while the president 
and other gentlemen of the party were 
taken to the city hall, where a large 
platform had been erected. Here, at 2 
o'clock, fhe reviewed the parade, which 
was composed of the three local militia 
companies of the Second Massachusetts 
regiment, under Colonel Clark, the 
naval brigade a«d the Grand Army 
boys' brigade. 
• After the passing of the parade, a line 
of citizens waa formed, and the presi- 
dent held a reception, and shook hands 
w ith nearly 3000 people in an hour. 
In 


this he was assisted by Mayor Gilmore, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Allen 
and the city's reception committee. 


The crowd uas ao demonstrative tiiat 


President McKinley was practically 
forced into making a sseech. He spoki 
as follows: 


"I desire to express the very great I 


pleasure I have taken in the more than 
generous welcome that has been given 
me by the citizens of Springfield. This 
would be a good time for Springfield to 
tsske her census. I am prepared for any

that

enumerators may obta.n this year. I 
have been glad during the day to wit- 
ness the'devotlon of your people, old and 
young, to the old flag that all of us love. 
I have been glad to meet the veterans of 
'61 and '65 who carried that flag to honor 
and glory. I have been glad to meet the 
members of the gallant Second Massa- 
chusetts, who carried that flag and 


Drought It back with added »lory from 
the field of Santiago. 


"I was glad to sea that flag in the hands 


of 10,000 school children of the city. With 
that nag in our hands there 13 sure to be 
patriotism in our hearts. In stands to- 
day for more than It ever did in the past. 
I elands not for despotism, but for peace 
and prosperity, ll'berty and law, wher- 
euer U floats. 


"I thank you for this reception from 


the bottom of my heart. Being unable 
to shake hands with you all, I now bid 
you sjood-bye." 


At 3:30 o'clock the president and his 


party were taken, under the escort of 
the Grand Army, to the station, where 
they boarded his special train, and in 
a moment" were on their way to Adams, 
where he will spend a week with 
his friend, W. B. Plunket.

The day was a pleasant one with- j 


out an incident to mar the enjoyment | 
There was great enthusiasm all along 
the route of the drive and at the re- 
view of the Iparade. In every w ay Mc- 
Kinley day in Spnngfleld was a success j 
It was made a general holiday, stores, 
offices and schools were closed, and the 


decorations excelled anything of the 
kind attempted in many years. 


The day was an absolutely perfect one. 


and the ride down the river fromHolyoke 
to Spilngfitid was the best feature of the 
outin.f with tha possible exception of Che 
Mt. Tom trip. The arrangements \me 
ca Had out without a hitfth. Th» drive 
around the city of Springfield vti de- 
lightful, and there was a visit to tfce 
arsenal grounds, a lunch and then a re- 
ception at city hall. Enthusiasm was 
continuous and the booming of cannon 
giving the national salute was heard on 
all sides. 


The president and party left Sprlng- 


fleld at 4:05 and the train made a brief 
stop at Westfleld. Here. %he president 
was given a magnificent wWp by Eugen* 
D. Doherty, w,ho met President McKinley 
at Hot Springs, Va., last month and had 
become an admirer of him. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley received several bouquets from 
the young -women of the normal school. 
W. B. Plunkett rode up from Springrfield 
with the party, and after a brief stop at 
Pittsfield at 8.55, where the demonstra- 
tion was fully as great as at Westfield,
